EXISTENTIALISM VIEWS 



"Existpntlnllsm )s not nn nlfrrnntlve to Chrlsf- 
Innity. but rather .ui iiici to it." Dr R. J. Chacon. 
UK pliiliiM>phv prof I'.ssor. snid in a lecture series 
at the Canterbury Fellowship Center Sunday night. 

Dr. Chacon trar«Kl th« befrlnnins of •xlatentlallMn 
rrrim tlie IPth renturv Diinivli philnMpher KlerlM* 
gaard to the pre.sent day existentialists. 

"Th« popular mfantng of existentialism Is not 
flip r<Ml meinin'j It has become a corrupted term 
and is hard to define,' he s.ud. "It has even been 
.said that Pogo is existentialism for the masses." 

Kierkegaard orifinated the idea as a rrartion to 
(he prevallinf llrirrl philosnphv, Or. Charon ex- 
plained. 

Kierkegaard attacked Christianity as an optical 
niuslon. a system that no kmirer really existed be- 
rau'-c of npnthv, hjrpocrlsv. and materialism. 

"Kierkegaard was • Christian if anytliing." said 
Dr. Chacon, "but he thought It waa becoming too 
easy. He thought men .should suffer " 

Kierkegaard's philosophy required a subjective 
approMh to God. He aald tiMt Ood cannot be proved 



by reason or aclentlflc evidence but must be ae- 

ceptPd in n "leap of faith " 

Tliim. he s.ud. MiiH ii risk l>n .iii^e N iBVaNl 
peaalbllity that the belief might be falw. 

KierkKeRaard also maintained that history 
nothiiiK to the knowledtre of OikI To htm. :ill his* 
tory can prove is timt Cliri.st claimed He wa.s Ood."

Dr Chacon also discussed the vlews of Jean-Paul 
Sartre. contem|)orarv French phUoeopher-noveUat 
who is an exi.stetiti.iiist. but who Is an atheist. To 
Sartre, man first exists; then he must make his own 
values, because he Is rondemned to be free. 

"There are no do-il -yourself bowks oa aMnili In 
Sartre's view." Dr. Chacon explained. 

Dr. Chacon emphaslMd that any person in any 
religion may be an eaMenUaUat aai apply It to 
his religion. 

"Exi^itentialism stresses freedom; it is aitaln.H 
views which stifle individuality. It Is not a substitute, 
but a stimulus which can lead to Christianity." he 
concluded.

voting procedures are as follows: 

1. Members of the teaching and 
research staff of the rank of as- 

.si>tani professor and above are 
eligible to vote for the nominees. 

2. A short biographical sketch 
of each nominee shall accompany 
the election ballot. 

S. If «• ps r ssn receive s a awjar- 

ity vote on the first ballot, the 
names of the three nominees who 
received the greatest number of 
votes will be voted on agala. No 
person will be elected wtthent a 
majority vote. 

4. In the first election, since two 
representatives must be elected, 
each faculty member will have 
two votes. If, on the first ballot, 
two or more nominees rooelve a 
majority vote, the one with the 
highest number of votes will re- 
ceive the three-year term, and the 
one with the second highest num- 
br of votes will get the two-year 
trni. 

5. Terms will begin on the date 
of election and end on July 1 at 

the end of the two or three-year 
period of the term. After the imtial 
term, each term will run three 

years. 

6. Membership of an individual 
on any nominatin« committee will 
not disqualify him for nomination 
for membership on the Board.
